Perth, Scotland, Sept, 9.—War Sec 
retary Haldane, in a speech deliver- 
ed at Abernethy Saturday, threw some 
light on the reasons why army con 
tractors for meats and horse shoes 
had been given to Americans. When 
he assumed office, he said, he found 
that protectionist principles had got 
into the army administration, and 
that the nation was paying a deal 
oo much for many things, He found 
for example, that there was a clause 
in the contracts for the army rations 
that the meat must be home bred and 
ome fed, 

The tenders were so low that it 
was impossible to supply British meat 
m taem, but still they were much 
higher than if this clause has been 
tbsent. Foreign meat was suppiied 
in spite of the clause, by instituting 
ree trade and throwing open the doo: 
for gutside tenders, The soldiers 
vere supplied with the same good 
quality Mt foreign meat as bejore, but 
he nation saved frony $250,000 to 
$300,000 a year on this contract alone 
his sum wag the Cost of maintain- 
ing a battalion of troops, and an ad- 
ditional battalion was preferable to 4 
pretended supply of beef grown ip 
this country. 

Referring to the horseshoe contract 
Mr. Haldane said there was such a 
thing as “understandings ”’’ among 
the manufacturers of this country 
when the war oftice was the bird to be 
plucked. He threw this contract 
open, saved from 15 to 17 per cent. on 
the pound, and got a quicked delivery 
by taking American ho seshoes, and 
this in spite of the fact that better 
wages ave paid in America than ip

Mr. Borden cannot complain thai 
the interest in his tour of the Domin 
‘on is one-sided, for Liberals ar every- 
where showing at least an equal inter- 
eat in his movements to that mani 
fested by his political friends, Not- 
ably is this the ease in Quebec city, 
which seems anxious to redeem its re- 
putation for fine old-fashioned eour- 
tesy, which was somewhat fractured 
by the stones thrown at Mr. Bourassa 
On the occasion of Mr. Borden's visit 
the Liberals of the Quebee district 

‘were so considerate as to proffer some 
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Material which’ should be of great as 
sistance to him, as he proceeds with 
the discussion of electoral methods. 
Lest he should have overlooked the 
incident, the Liberals have thought 
well to republish for his benefit parts 
of the testimony given in an action 
instituted, just after the last election, 
by L’'Evenement, tha Quebec Conser- 
vative paper, against Mr, Hugh 
Graham, of Montreal. From the evi- 
dence taken it appears that election 
eering in the twenty counties in the 
Quebec district was carried on with 
the help of a telegraphic cipher code, 
one having the key to which could 
interpret as followa: 

Zandray—Mr, Hugh Graham. 

Zandrank—Mr. T, Chase-Casgrain, 

Zandring—Mr. L. P. Pelletier. 

Zandride—Mr. B. A. MacNab. 

The telegraphing between Zandray 
and Zandring had to do, it appears, 
with the disposition of certain sums 
f money—rather large sums—which 
Zandring was charged with spending 
on behalf of Zandray, who was pro- 
v.ding money to be spent in this and 
all the other provinces of Canada in 
the laudable hope of defeating the 
Laurier Government and putting Mr. 
Borden into power, 

Zandray, it appears by his own tes- 
timony, assisted “to the utmost extent 
of his ability,” in the organizetion of 
the Conservative party prior to the 
slections of 1904, “principally making 
them gifts of money.” In the sum- 
mer of 1904, he obtained from Zan- 
iring two schedules, one representing 
the least sam Zandring could get 
along with, the other the utmost Zan- 
dirng theught he required te organ- 
the elections “with a chance of 
success.” Zandring furnished the fig- 
ures, ‘very high, by the way,” and 
then began to draw on Zandray for 
the money, so receiving first the mini- 
mum, agreed upon, then the maxi- 
mum, and at last $3,800 above the 
limit; having spent all of which, and 
some of his own, Zandray threw up 
iia job as organizer. 

Zandray swore that Zandring _ re- 
seived ten thousand, three hundred 
and eighty-one dollars and seventy 
sents in his own name, and nineteen 
thousand dollars more placed at the 
lisposal of a certain committee. 

This makes twenty-nine thousand 
three hundred and eighty-one dollars 
and seventy cents contriluted by 
Zandray, altogether outside of the re- 
gular party funds, to the work of se 
curing a ‘chance of success” in the 
jistrict where, moreover, Mr. Ru- 
dolphe Forget and two of the Price 
iamily were candidates, 

So far go good, as Mr. Borden says. 

Zandray and Zandrng, however, 
had a falling out, for Zandring was 
requested to hand over the business 
to two other gentlemen, and did se, 
thanking Providence that no susp!- 
cion attached to his handling of the 
money. 

Zandray’s explanation quite 
fled this camplacency.

The Edmonton Jounal finds fault 
with the presemion clause of the 
land bill ihtroduced last session in 


the Dominion parliament by the min- 
ister of the interior, When Mr. Oliv- 
er took office he announced that his 
policy would be; “The land for the 
settler,” and the new bill makes it 
possible for the homesteader to se- 
cure a second quarter section for $3 
per acre. 

The Journal atates that the land is 
easily worth $10 per acre, This is no 
doubt quite true, but there are condi- 
tions to be fulfilled before the settler 
ean acquire the title to his pre-emp- 
tion which will make it worth much 
more to him than the actual cost price 
which he is required to pay. The 
Journal knows ag well as any other 
newspaper pablished in the. country 
that one of the chief provisions that 
leads an American to leave his own 
state and settle in Alberta or Sas- 
katchewan is the fact that he ean ac- 
quire a second quarter section adjoin- 
ing his homestead for a reasonable 
price, and that an American who gets 
a homestead for which he és required 
to pay nothing almost invariably lo 
cates where he can purchase an ad- 
joining quarter at a cost of $10 to $15 
an acre. The way he looks on the 
transaction is that he has then got a 
half section of land at a cost of $5 to 
$7 per acre. 

The average American, who is the 
best settler we can get because he 
comes from a country very similar to 
our own and ‘hag practical experience 
in farming there, does not consider a 
quarter section a profitable-sized farm, 
If he is to make any money he wants 
at least a half-section of land so that 
he can crop each year 200 or 300 
acres, A bare 160 acres is not suffi- 
cient to induce some of the best im- 
migrants we get to locate in the Cana- 
dian West, and tlie best are what we 
want, We can get plenty of the other 
kind without any particular induce 
ment, 

Mr. Oliver's bill should set the tid 
of ‘mmigration flowing strongly Can- 
adawards next spring irom the Unit 
ed States, and it is to be hoped that 
he will reintroduce it at the coming 
session of parliament, and that it will 
go on the statute books. Of course 
the bill does not please the specula 
tor in real estate, but what the coun- 
try wants is settlers and not specula- 


tors,

JEWISH NEW YEAR 
HAS NOW BEGUN 


On Tenth Day Comes Day of Atone- 
ment, Greatest Religious Festival 
of Whole Year. 


Solemn services were conducted by 
Rabbi Geldstick in an apartinent of 
the Norwood Block yesterday in cele 
bration of the Jewish New Year— 
Rosh Hashone+which has just open- 
ed. All the orthodox Jéws of the city 
were in attendance, together with 
many from outiving points. Several 
stores kept by Jews here were closed 

the day. 

Che services Which began on Sun- 
day evening continue to-day in the 
same apartment, as there is no synn 
a yet in Edmonton. 

‘o the sons of Israel this part of 
thé year is the most important, as it 
is also the most solemn of the whole 
year. The name of the month with 
which the year opens is Tishri, and 
the great festivals occur during | ite 
days. From the first to the tenth 
are called the ten days of patience, 
given to the chosen people to repent 
their sins and prepare for the tenth 
day, which is the Day of Atonement. 

Fast for Twenty-Four Hours. 


On the Day of Atonement the Jews 
fast for practically twenty-four hour 
withcut the slightest taste of food o1 
drink, and the most lax among them, 
wh» observe no other part of their re- 
ligion whatever, always take good care 
to keep this day. In London, Eng- 
land, some of the biggest stores are 
closed, and many of the largest firms 
shut their doors to business on th« 
first of Tishri. Even the stock ex 
change closes its doors on that day, 
so large a proportion of its member 
belonging to the Hebrew faith. 

The entire day is spent in the synu 
gogue. The ceremonies. really begi: 
on the evening before the first, wher 
they spend two or three hours in the 
synagogue, and next day from 7 a.m 
till sunset they do not leave the build 
ing. All the day there is a continuou 
round of religious services, prayer: 
and ceremonies. 8o solemn are th: 
proceedings that it is no uncommor 
vight to see strong men give way t 
tears and lamentations, calling upor 
God with all their heart to forgive 
them their sins, and enable them t 
start the new year airesh, 

Day of Judgment. 

In the picturesque allegorical lang 
uage of the Jews the first day of the 
new year ig called the Day of Judg 
ment, On it everybody in the worlc 
is judged by God, the record being en 
tered in the great book of life. Thu 
it is that the ten following days ar 
days of penitence, during which — b; 
preyer and supplication they seek t 
turn the balance of the scale in thei 
favor. 

An important point which ‘s no’ 
forgotten by the majority of Jews 
that according to strict Jewish law 
the weekly Sabbath tis quite as im 

tat, perhaps even tore’ import 
ait, than the Day of Atonement, anc 
yet because the one comes 60 ofte 
atid the other at such leng intervals 
custom stales the observance of th¢ 
weekly festival, and the Day oi Atone 
ment becomes the one great day of th 
year for the observance of religiou: 
rites to a very large proportion 0 
them. ‘Though the Jews may ms: 
attending the synagogue on ever) 
other day, nothing except absolut 
physical disability would stop hin 
spending the tenth of Tishri worship 
ping his Creator.

Ou this day the ministers and read 
ers are dressed in white instead: o 
black, which is the usual color al 
the year round, The trumpet is blow: 
on New Year's Day, and a blast or 
it at the close of the Day of Atone 
ment marks the end of the solem! 
fast. In connection with this it is 
interesting to note that this trumpe 
is the only relic of the musical instru 
ments mentioned in the Bible fhat i 
used in the present day service, an< 
which has been wsed without inter 
mission in divine service since th 
days or Moges, It is called the Sho 
far, which meang 1:am’s horns. Th: 
fast lasts, as has been mentioned 
twenty-four hours, and is reckones 
from dusk the evening before unti 
¢Cusk of the following day, 

Memorial for the Dead 

One of the most impressive portions 
of the services of the day consists 0 
a memorial service for the dead, be 
cause a great majority of the Jew: 
consider the Day of Atonement as be 
ing closely associated with the dead 
During the month of Tishri they have 
a pleasant custom of wishing each 
other a long and prosperous life, anc 
express the hope that each one shal 
have his or ‘her name written and 
sealed in the book of liie.

On the Condition of City Dairies and 
Milk Supply for the Month 
of Angust.

The first report of the newly ap- 
pointed veterinary inspector, J. B. 
Shearer, on the city milk supply, has 
just been hapded in to the city com- 
missioners by the medical health offi- 
cer,” Dr, Ternan. 

The report, which embraces the 
month of August, shows that there 
are 179 cattle used for regular licens- 
ed milk supply to the city, None of 
these cattle Rive any disease. 

Ritchie & Hazlett, proprietors of 
the Delton dairy, head the list thi 
month, their stable being pronounced 
extra, the sanitary» condition of the 
milk house good, and the condition 
of the utensils also good.

CANADA'S GIFT APPRECIATED.

London, September 9.—It is seldom

Foster’s Forecast | 


Washington, D.C., Sept, 7.—My last 
bulletin gave forecasts of disturbance 
to cross continent September 5 to 
warm wave September 4 to 8, cool 
wave September 7 to 11. Next dis- 
turbance wll reach Pacific coast about 
September 10, cross west of Rockies 
country by close of September 11 
great central valleys September 12 to 
14, eastern states September 15. 
Warm wave will cross west of Rockies 
about September 10, great central 
valleys September 12, eastern state: 
September 14. Cool wave will cross 
west of Rockies about September 15, 
great central valleys Sept 15, eastern 
states, September 17. 

This disturbance will follow a long 
period of very cool weather, and will 
return to seasonable temperatures 
and moderate changes. But about 
and following September 14 look ont 
for rough weather and severe storms. 
.The weather feature connected 
with this disturbance and most to be 
feared in northern sections will reach 
meridian ¢0 not far from September 
16 and frosts may be expected in 
places where frosts sometimes occur 
at that season. 

Immediately following September 7. 
a wave of excessively cool weather 
is expected to move across the great 
central valleys and eastern states. It 
will cause alarm as to frosts in nor- 
thern states where crops are not 
matured and I expect these frosts to 
do some damage to the corn crop. 
Rainfall of middle week of Septenrber 
is expected to be about normal, but it 
will be greater in the territory within 
200 miles of St, Louis than elsewhere 

Science Notes, 

On the western shores of Chesa- 
peake Bay thougands of man-eating- 
shark teeth are’ picked up on the 
beach, where they are washed up by 
the waves These teeth are in ex- 
cellent condition and so hard that, 
to make holes gn: them a diamond 
drill is bove : 

As there hav@ been no sharks in 
that bay for many years and as these 
shark teeth are as plentiful now as 
they were ten years ago, the question 
as to their origin is often asked. 

I have just returned from a_ few 
days outing at Ghesapeake Beach and 
the shark teeth, question interested 
me, My family gathered up 1,000 
of these teetireen=the beach. We 
found some ,of- them imbedded = in 
soapstone in the-bluffs, 50 feet below 
the land surface and 30 fet above 
high tide. ; 

The. engineer of the power house.at 
Chesapeake Beacu, who has been a 
resident there for nine years, inform- 
ed me that in exeavatng for the rail- 
aoad to that resort; ten years ago, 
thousands of shark teeth were found 
fifteen miles back from tide-water. 

The sea is néW cutting into thes: 
bluffs or promonteries, and the  re- 
mains of great sea animals, shells, 
and shark teeth are found. 

These facts indicate that, ages in 
the past. the present hills near Cheea- 
peake Bay were mountains that have 
since washed into the sea and cover- 
ed up the sharp teeth and other re- 
mains; that the sea level was then 
at least 60 feet higher than now, 
and that the erosions of the sea are 
now uncovering these shark teeth, 
which are almost as endurab’e as 
granite.

Three doctors after ex- 
amination stated that the injury was a 
fracture and dislocation to the inner- 
most bone of the wrist.
